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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the curved course of 
claim 6 must be shown or the feature cancelled from the claim. No new matter should 
be entered. 

2. The drawings are objected to due to the circled magnification portions. Each one 
is a separate drawing and accordingly needs a separate figure number and description 
in the specification. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

6. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ozaki et 
al. US 4,311,936.

Ozaki et al. show an electrical motor with a holder (Fig 3, element 16), a spring 
(21), a collector (20), a pivot bearing (12), a means to protect against entry of dirt (the 
large arrow on the left), and one or more chamfers (small arrows inside) for the carbon 
brushes (19) to slide over. 

Regarding claims 2-4, Ozaki also shows an armature disk (near 20), and a 
bearing dome (near 12), chamfered for the carbon brushes to slide over when removed 
for replacement. 

Regarding claims 5 and 6, the chamfered surface has a curved course and 
extends rectilinearly.
